Parniers In seventeen Kentucky 
counties are now organizing Farm Bu- 
reaus and the number Is expected to 
Increase soon, according to Ooeffrey 
Morgan, State agent of the Agricultur- 
al Extension Division of the Univer- 
sity of Kantnoky, who returned Friaay 
from a tour ot Western Kentucky. 

In Henderson county 400 farmers 
have already pledged as members, and 
a goal ot 1,000 has been set. The same 
spirit Is balac'sUbwn In Union, Logan 
and other oountios. Ut.. Morgan said, 
and the morament seems to ba gaining 
strength In arery part ot the Bute. 

The purpose ot the bureau Is to aid 
the farmer In erery way. and not to 
flght the merohant or any other organ 
tsatlon. Soma'ot the objects sought 
are a central headquarters tot farm- 
ers in the county seat where his wo- 
menfolk and children may rest and 
have their parcels sent; where he may 
dictate his business letters to compe' 
tent stenographers; learn the market 
price of all his products at any hour 
by telephone or personal visit; meet 
his friends and have meetings. 

By organizing the farmers by coun- 
ties and states it is also hgped to sta- 
blize the markets for certain periods 
thus reducing the cost of livinR and 
preventing the hardships now worked 
upon farmers who must take a lower 
price for their live stock while the 
retail price ot meats is not lowered.

Dr. Barbour In bis aarmon Sunday 
night at the First Presbyterian 
Chureh responded to the request ot 
the Rallraada to announce the "No 
Acoidont Week" beglnnlhg October 18 
from his pulpit. His text was Bph. V. 
16. "See then that y.e walk circum- 
spectly, not as fools, but as wise." 

He s^d: The vast toll of life from 
all classes of our population by acci- 
dents In factories, at railroad cross- 
inRs and in all onr occupations Justi- 
fies the call on llie clergy to help In 
the effort to bring about a more can - 
ful habit In ali our people I'aul Kivea 
the keyword for all our lilc in tliln re 
gard. A mi'.n sliould walk circum- 
spectly, i. e . kidliiiij; around carefully 
knowing "where he is at" all the lime, 
and taking In his surroundings. 

There are dangers all about us, and 
We should keep our eyes open and our 
ears alert. Some ot these no fore- 
thought, nor care can avoid, but most 
of them can be traced to carelessness 
in the victim or laok ot consideration 
and proper protection ot the public by 
corporations. 

Laat year in the observance ot No 
Accident Weak ia Bt Loola there was 
only 1 man kUlad asaiast >4 who lost 
their Uvaa a year batoro in the same 
time. Ha was drank and tell trom his 
wagon. Tliat was a ramarkable dem- 
onstration ot what can be aocompllsfa- 
ed by carelBl at te ntio n to this matter. 

Whan yon oona l d er the economic 
value to say no more, ot all theae lives 
lost or lamed you realise what a tre- 
mendously Important matter this Is to 
the business and social life of the 
country. These accidents are by no 
means confined to the young and in- 
exerlenced or to the shiftless classes 
of tlie community. Many of our best 
and presumably most thoughtful peo- 
ple fall In tills holocaust of the week. 

When you carry this warning into 
the moral and religious realm how 
surpassingly Important does It be- 
come. Men and women are falling 
like moths Into the candle with their 
eyea open, but surely not with full 
survey of their actlona. "In vain the 
net Is spread in the algbt ot any bird' 
as the book of Proverbs remlnda na- 
and even a rat wll! be too smart to 
be caught attar be sees two or three 
of his companions anared but men and 
women go on time and again like birds 
under the isharm ot a cat into certain 
danger. Over every human path 
should he posted in some way the 
words,^^ Step, Look, Listen. It is fdr 
your life. The preacher carried the sug 
gestlon into the line of duty and op- 
portunity that often comes as sudden- 
ly to us, and which we should be ready 
to avail ourselves of. Some of the 
greatest discoveries have thus been 
come upon, but they fell before the 
observation of trained minds, and i 
skill wliich could Improve by exper 
lence. 

The wise man Is he whtf uses the 
faculties and the "chances" that he 
has. The "fool" In the scrlture is not 
the fool for lack of sense, but one who 
will not use what mind be has. 

It Is plead often times in excuse 
that one is ao absorbed that he did not 
see, did not realise his surroundings. 
The plea l« seldom a Juf tilled one. We 
are not to bo lo absorbed In buslnasa 
or In pleasure that we cannot pay at-^ 
tentloa to the paopto that are about 
us, and know the alamants of good 
or evil alwikys surrounding us. 

Wo an to walk with ^Ireumspoctlon 
in the spMtual world lo wl^leh Vo be- 
long. The greatest factor In onr life 
at all times Is God. He Is onr great 
and eiduring environment, the "Heart 
of Love, enfolding all". It Is very fool 
ish then and will be very disastrous 
foV^s to forget Ood, and the. heaven 
ly witnesses ot our daily life.

That's one way of doing it but if that were all that was necessary 
from an officer one would be cnoiiijli lur any (community. 

Men make good officers who arc good sleuths — any one can serve 
papers when they have the law behind them and a little brawn in 
some instances.

"WTiat Is Ills present duty?" Mr. 
Tuft uBkfl. "It Is t(i fnco the facts us 
they are and to nillake the heal of 
them. It Is to secure as mild rescrva- 
tions as he can and In, good faith urge 
aoqueBcence in them .bjr other signa- 
tories of the treaty. 

"The President Is certain that the 
people by a great majority ure for a 
rstifleatiOB of the treaty. He baa sat- 
isfled himself of thU by his trip. But 
the majority of the people are re- 
ported, even br the oorrespondente on 
the President's trip, to be for raUfl- 
oation with safagnarding reserrattoos, 
and this thought they may not have 
the form of those reservations olearb 
ill mind. One gets a general idea of 
public opinion on such a trip as the 
Prcsiileiit's; but. ns Mr. Bryan and 
othrra liavp found, he must be awaro 
of lakluR too rosy » view of the Kooil 
Hill (if nil AiiiprlcHli tTdWd, anxlcnis 
to Bee and hear a leader, OBiieriully a 
rro!ildPiit or a iiri'sldenllal ciindldatc 
His opportunities do not enable liiiii 
safety to discriminate between public 
opinion in favor of unconditional rati- 
fication and that for reservationH. 

"If his present policy Is persisted in 
and the treaty is rejected, the Presi- 
dent eannot escape responsibility for 
the result The Senate's consent by 
two-thirds Is essential to the making 
of the treaty. That body has a duty 
equal to his and has a right to make 
conditions in ratlfytng. The Presi- 
dent must recognise exercise the in- 
fluence he has over the Democrats 
who follow him to secure the best 
compromise he can which will leave 
a useful league. By leading his sup- 
porters away from cooperation with 
Ilppublican pro-leaguers hp courts re- 
jection. In so doing he subjects him-
